Christianity's Capital, the 
Home of Disease, Filth aud Igr- 
uorauce. 

While modern civilization expfuids 
its thought and wealth in the preserva- 
tion of pagan and mediici'al art, pays 
tribute to the architectural contests of 
the Moois uiul treasures the very 
larch rymatories of ancient races, it 
leaves Jerusalem, in sentiment, the 
capital of Christianity, to crumble 
away under the hands of the Mussul- 
mans. Disease, fllth, ignorance, bigotry, 
human degradation and poverty are the 
words one encounters most frequently 
in reading accounts of visits to Pales- 
tine. A writer in the New Haven 
Journal and Courier says of the holy 
place. 

.lernsalpni was hardly a disappoint- 
ment, becaus(! 1 had my ideas rather 
low down. Many of the streets in re- 
mote quarters are abominable lilthy, 
and I would not advise any one to 
venture about them without a clothes- 
pin on his nosp. Dead cats, rats and 
dogs are plentiful. I even ran across 
ono or two dead donkeys just outside 
one of the city gates. There are many 
sacred (1) pools, which have stagnated 
from disuse and would be rooted out 
by the health board in any well re- 
gulated city. Walking is diStcult, as 
the narrow streets are paved with ugly 
cobblestones, which have become very 
slippery and are excessively hard on 
shoe leather. Night is made hideous by 
the ho\^diIlg of hundreds of hairless 
dogs, that seoiii to havo nothing else to 
do. The braying of donkeys is also 
something awful. A single bray can be 
heard a quarter of a mile, and there is 
no limit to the possibilities of a well- 
trained chorus. 

The i^Iount of Olive.4 is the greatest 
disappoiutiiieiit of all. In the first [ilace 
it is hardly a mountain at all, and in 
the secontl jilace it is j)aiiifully cons]iic- 
uous by reason of a paucity of olives. 
There are plenty of other hills here- 
abouts that are much mori! thickly 
wooded. In the third place the top is 
ilisturbed by a large number of tawdry 
iiios(]ues, dusty huts and manure piles. 
This may seem like a savago arraign- 
ment but it IS sincere. I douot not that 
in the days of Christ the mountain was 
all covered with olive trt-es, and al- 
logether a more attractive place than 
it is now. The valley of Jehoshaphat, 
otherwise known aa the valley of the 
brook Kedron, separates Olivet from 
Mount Moriah and Btzelh. As this 
valley is quite deej), Olivet is made to 
assume the pi'0[)orlions of quite a iiill 
when vou stand at the bottom of liie 
ravine; hut looking toward the mount 
from a point in Jerusalem where the 
valley is not .seen. Olivet shrinks into 
painful insiguiticeuce. The popular path 
by which Olivet is ascended Is believed 
to be the same which D^.vid |)ursued 
when he lied bare-footed and w(;c])iiig 
from his son Absalom, uccompaineJ by 
a band of faithful aul)jects, who heaped 
earth u[ion their beads in token of 
grief at the disobedience of the usurp 
ing |)rince. Up this path I have toih^d 
in order to fainili.arize myself with the 
country round about, pausing anon to 
look back at the city which has played 
so iinijortant a role in the drama of the 
nations. From near the sunnnit of the 
mount the view of Jerusalem is really 
satisfactory, all that one could wish. 
The extreme to[) is, as I havo saifl, 
clustered up with unattractive build- 
ings, but 011(1 can hardly resist the 
templalion to Viacli the summit in or- 
iler to coaiiuaiid at once the view of 
Jordan Vailey, including the Dead Sea 
on one hand and a view of Jerusalem 
and its environs on tbe other * * * 
In order to get a more detailed view I 
paid a .«ix[)once and ascended the 
minaret of a mosque, and there, high 
above the ofFensive sights, sounds and 
smells of the [ilace, viewed the remarka- 
ble natural panorama to which I have 
alluded. Cue could stand there for 
hours picking out sacred sites. The 
The serpentine ribbon of green which 
markes the course of the Jordan is dis- 
tinctly visil)lo. The water cannot 
be seen, aud indeed is not visible 
till you are within a rod or so of the 
river bank. At its southern extremity 
is the Dead Sea, its waters bright and 
beautiful to the eye, but dpadiy and 
nauseous to tliti palate. Bet\Yeen lies a 
bleak, horrid wilderness, with nothing 
to releave the awful desolation. To- 
wards the south is the "hill country of 
Judea." With a glass the ri;ined castle 
of Meolierus may be discerned oti the 
mountain of Moab, where Josephqs 
tolls us where John the Baptist was iai 
prisoned andultimatoly executed, Among 



the other points visil)le, of wliich I may 
speak in future letters, arc Pisgah, the 
tomb^of H^rpd,:;Nob, Qibefvh,' i!^ispah, 
Eooic*Kiinm6ni Ophra 'and'^ the -objects 
of interest immediately about Jerusa- 
lem. 



A CIJBIOIJS CASE. i" 

An Odd Fellow Initiation L<>a<1s 
to a LawNiiit. 

A unique case was tried before M r. 
Justice GaltatWhitbyj avillage twenty 
miles east of this city. Richard Kni- 

ver, a chair-maker, brought a suit 
against the Phtenix fiodge of Odd l''i-l- 
lows of AVhitby, for injuries received 
Hi tbe bands of uuiinbers of the loilge 
while ho was being initiated into the 
mysteries of the order. The case is the 
first of the kind ever brought before a 
court of justice in this country, and 
has excited a good deal of int(nest. The 
court-room to dfiy was oroA tled. The 
plaintiff apiicured in courc leaning on 
crutches, lie was badily bruised about 
the head and body, and appeared to be 
suflei-ing severe pain. On the witness- 
stand he told the story of events on 
the night of his initiation. Hh was met, 
he said, by a committee of the Odd 
Fellows, .vho first blimlfoldeil hiiu, In- 
drawing a black cap over his face, so 
that he could not see the slighti^st 
thing, and led him into the lodge-room. 

His eutry was the signal of shouia 
of derision from the member? present. 
He had hardly got inside the room 
when" he was forcibly seized from 
either side and whirled rapidly lound 
till he had become so dizzy that he hail 
lost all idea of hit* snrronnding.s. Then 
a chain was fastened about his body, 
and ho was dragged roughly about the 
room, the cap being still down over his 
head. When tbe brethern had tiirtl of 
vanking him al)OUt at the end of tin! 
chain he was brought u[) standing, 
while a mysterious jargon was gone 
through. Suddenly the candidate re- 
coivetl a rough push from someone be- 
hind, which throw him over on his face. 
Hifi feet tripped over something and 
he fell headlong on iho floor, striking, 
in falling upon a stool, which cut a 
deep gash in his head. He was partial- 
ly stunned by the fall. He was just 
conscious enough to hear some one ask 
in a deep voice: "Brethern slnill we 
have morcyl" and some one else replied: 
"Have mercy." Then ho was lifted up 
off the floor by tho chain, and he was 
led about the room for awhile with the 
cap still on, until he had somewhat re- 
covered from the fall. His initiation 
was not concluded, owing to his inabili- 
tv to endure more. Since then the 
witness testified that he had been un- 
able to support his family by working 
at hia trade. Physicians whom ho had 
consulted said that his injuries would 
trouble him for several years, and that 
he might never get over them. The de- 
fendant Odd Fellows adoiit the truth 
of Kniver's testimony regarding his ex- 
perience in tho lodge-room. They said 
it was the custom of the lodge to lead 
the candidates for initation around 
with a view of bewildering or befog- 
ging tliein, so that when the cap is re- 
moved they cannot find the door by 
which chey entered the room. Thei-e is 
no intention of harming the candid.iie, 
and the initiation is not roiiiihor than 
a healthy man Cnit staiul. The consti- 
tution of tbe order requires lliat tho 
candidate shall be in sound health. 
Plaintiff knew this, and procured his 
initiation by fraudulent repres(Mitation:i 
and concealments regardin;; his heallh. 
Medical men testified that Kniver hail 
received interna! injuries from which 
ha might die. The case was adjourned 
to a high court at Toronto. — Toronto 
Mail.

Wo 
are indinud tn lliiiil< that, the jiroposed 
achoinu \a .a good one. »\leii are ri.Mpiired 
to build the r.ailways; the govorumunt 
rofuaos to prohibit Chinese immigration, 
and thus reserve the work for white 
laborers, and if the Chinese aro free to 
come why not give the Japanese aclianco/ 
As a race, they are industrious, (luieland 
sober. If they ci'tno to the cooniry ihey 
will settle in it, and as tlmy are by no 
means the degraded race that some people 
suppose, the settlumeut of a limited uuiii- 
bor of them iri British Columbia need 
never bo regruttcid. In rheir own cmintry 
their aLjMeul nil ai imlii.slry is reniarl;ablo, 
and iiiiniiig, tim, occupies aroat numbers. 
Tlie.io proclivities of the Japanese mako 
theiu peculiarly suited for helping in tho 
development of this province. After the 
oompletion.of, the railways these people 
would settle down to farming and mining. 
In Japan, wheat, rice, barley and garden 
vegetables are oxteosivcdy cultivated. 
Though a great [lart of the soil is irregu- 
lar, oven tho sides of the hills aro formed 
by stone walls into terraces risim; one 
,j above another, indicating the frugality of 
■ llie farmers. This is one tr;iit which 
'would iniiko them nccontablo as small 
farmers here, as they wiiiild obtain and 
cultivatu land which would bo despised 'oy 
white farmers. The .Japanese aro intelli- 
gent, have peculiarly active minds, and 
acquire knowledge readily. In their own 
country they have nunlo fjreat advances in 
many arts and manufactures, and nmst tjf 
those who come would remain in the cnun- 
try, and, unlike the Chinese, when thoy 
died their bmie.s would nut be diitiirbed. 
Of tho two races f^ive us tho .Japs al- 
ways.

ENGLAND. 

LoNiiON, Dec. 2. — It is stated that tho 
French fleet is cholera stricken at For- 
mosa. Quarantine has been established 
at Saigon. No quaruntiiiu hua yut uCCU 
oBtablithed at Hongkong. 

LoNnoN, .Dec. 3. — A dispatch from Don- 
gnla says that tho Mudir has received 
news that Fl Mahdi is dead, and his fol- 
lowers are dying fast. 

The camel corps and Staflbrdshiro reyi- 
mont will start for Ambuko next week. 

London, Deo. 3. — Adams has appealed 
against Justice Manilie's ruling in tho 
form'erV action for libel against Hon. 
Bernard Coleridge. Ooloridgo, at tho 
same time, has notiliod Adams that ho in- 
tends to move for a reversal of the jury 
verdict . 

LoNDOX, Dec. 2. — Tho Associated Press 
is informed upon tho best authority that 
England has recognized the African In- 
tornatinnal Association. 

LoN'iiON, Dec. 3. — Granville, foreign 
secretary, has instructed Sir Edward Mal- 
let, I'lnglish delegiite to the CJongo Confer- 
ence, to adhere to his declarations and 
decline to admit that either tho powers or 
the conference can inturforo iu that part 
of the Niger territory which is under Eng- 
lish protection. In hia position at the 
conference Sir Edward Mallot has tho sup- 
])ort of the delegates from Portugal and 
Italy, against those of Franco and (ier- 
niany. It is stated that the results e.\- 
peoled to be accomplished by tho cnnter 
once have been imperilled by the Miger^ 
dispute.- 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Doc. 3. — The Morning N ews re- 
ports that Count Herbert Bismarck re- 
cently challenged Herr Eugene Riclitur, 
on the ground that tho latter had insulted 
tho Chancellor in a speiich in tho Reich- 
stag. Llorr Kichter refused to accept the 
challuni,'0. He declared that he would 
not light a duel with Prince Bismarck 
oven, coiicoriiing a matter which occurred 
in parliament, and if not with him, much 
less with his son. 

MALTA. 

GlliKALTAii., Doc. 3. — The Spanish criiia- 
or which captured tho supposed smuggler 
in British waters, and was afterward cap- 
tured with her prey by a British steam 
launch, was a revenue cutter. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St. Ji.il.N, N. F., Dec. 3. —Tho attacks 
of Orangomon upon redemptionists has 
continued three days — Wediiosday, Fri- 
day and Saturday last. Tlioy wore brutally 
driven out of Conception Hay amid hoot- 
ings, stiuio peltii'.y and violent oxoera- 
tiona. Cireat indignation exists among 
Roman Catholics. The protection of the 
United States government for its citizens 
has been invoked. 

GERMANY. 

I3i:f.i-in, Doc. 3. — A convention has 
been entered into by Germany with the 
Ii.tornational' African Association, by 
which the latter guarantees to Germany 
freedom of imports and transit through 
the Congo country. It also guarantees 
right of residence and trading to German 
subjects. In return Germany will reco^'- 
nizo tho flag of tho African International 
Asaociatiou, with a frontier extending 
from the Lower Congo towards the sea. 

Reports that bavo gained' currency 
relative to the condition of the emperor 
are exaggerated. Ho has had several 
falla recently, through weaknesii of his 
limbs; but ho eats well and sleep.n like 
a child. 'J'ho functions of his brain are 
not troubled. lie takes daily carriage 
rides. 

Ueulin, Doc. 3.— Jh tho Reichstag Dr 
VVindthoist having replied to Bismarck 

tho Chancellor continued hia remarks 
against Dr. Windthorst's motion to repeal 
tho law expelling priests, etc. liisiiiareli 
declared that tho freedom of tho cliurcli 
was nowhere challenged, and that Prusbia'.i 
rojoction of tho Papal candidate for the 
Bishopric of Poson was simply an exercise 
of her sovereign rights, and was in accord- 
ance with the treaties. Bismarck said ho 
was rejoiced to hear Windthorst stale that 
ho was opposed to parliamentary govurn- 
ment. 'J'ho ministry, ho said, is conipoBod 
of conservativoa, now liberals and social- 
ists, and it i\ould surpass oven Gladstiuio's 
in audacity. Uo predicted tho breaking 
up of tho central parly when the Kulturk- 
ainpf terminated, and its members would 
either join tho progresiiive party or disap- 
pear. Jiismarck coiiliiined by .saying that 
he was leas concerned about the struggle 
between church and state than Dr. Wind- 
thorst auppoBod. Tlie law, he contended, 
wail directed against political ayitation, 
and not aiiaiiist reliyinus liberty. 

Dr. Winthorst's motion to repeal tho 
law in question passed by 217 to 03, 
notwithstanding the opposition of Bis- 
marck.

— In the city and 
town elections the democrats luadi' a (dean, 
sweep. Tliey elected G. F. lloleoiub 
mayor by a clean majority of 2,1!) I- The' 
democrats retain control of the oonimuu 
council. 

NEW IVIEXICO. 

CAiii.isLK, Doc. 2. — At -i o'clock yester- 
day moriiing Deputy Sherifif Stocking was 
about to arrest Harry Ottolo for attempting 
to kill Messrs. Bailey & Taylor, when Ot- 
tole drew a revolver to mako a lit;ht. iStoek- 
mis, ordered him to throw up his hands, 
which he did, but iu doing so the revolver 
was aecideiitally discharged, the ball taking 
ofl'ect near the oj'o and killing Ottolo. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

Pana.ma, Dee. 2.— There are rovohiiiou- 
ary murmurings throughout the interior, 
and should a disturbauee occur iu Cuaca a 
general eonllct is oxpeeted. 'i'ho revoJutioiiH 
in Panama and Sail Leander have terniin- 
ated. The gonerol govorutnent have mort- 
gaged the mint in Bogota to raise $GO,U()ii. 

Another revolution is in progress in 
Ecuador. . 

CHINA. 

San Fhanclsco, Dec. 4. — The Son 
Pablo brings Hongkong advices to Novom 
bor 4th, and Yokohama to tho 17tli. Tho 
Mandarins of Pekin have subscribed a 
million dollars to suataiik tho war against 
tho French. 

Several brutal as-iaults aro roportod to 
have been committed by oflicers of the 
Ameirican ship Undaunted, tit Hongkong, 
on the crew.

A Fish tliat'Burns as a Chndle..

"Turn out the gas," said a naturalist, 
"and I will show the latest thing inflight;

I had lived in an Indian 
villaf'e nearly a wi-.-k before 1 heard iiiiy- 
thiug about the eaii.Ui-lish. anil one beauti- 
ful moonlight night 1 w.is sla'uliii^' on the 
bench when I saw souielhiii,: , ihat iiiiii.'iin il 
exactly like the rctlection i>f the monii, 
only it was in the wrong direction. 1 calleil 
the attoiitioii of a native to it ami it seemed 
to throw Ijiia into the greatest excitement. 
He cried nut ' Kiilm-Jitin!' ns hard as he could, 
aud in a few minutes lifteon mou were on 
tho shore launching thoir canoes. There 
was 80 much confusion that I couldn't learn 
what was the matter; ho I jumped into oiu^ 
of the boats and off we went. There wcu e 
two men in eooh of the canoes liut ours. 
One sat in the stern and jiaddleil, while the 
other stood in tho bow with a curious look- 
ing instruiueut in his liiuid that I hiul nut 
seen before. I looked like an eiuonious 
rake or comb, made of a piece of piiii> iit 
least eight feet long, with a hole fur ii hand 
grip at tho top, tho lower part tliiuning oil' 
to an edge, into which were driven sharp 
iron ur "none ieulu from throe to fonr inchea 
apart. Tlio use was evident; it was an ar- 
rangement for fishing. Tho ripple I had 
noticed on the water was nu enormous 
school of fish, called by the natives 

' KUl.AtUlON,' 

and to surround them now seemed to bo 
the chief object. The canoes svere (piick- 
ly paddled out — until they wero all u|)oii 
tho outside of the fish — and then they 
rushed at them full speed, each man 
wielding his comb likoaacoop; diishing it 
into the sparkling mass of lish that 
gleamed like silver, and at evory strnki:, 
.s;.- thick wero they, that tho teeth iif the 
ciuab camo up covered with impaled fishes. 
'L'hese wore quickly jerked into the boats 
and another dash made, and so on, until 
finally the school was driven in shore, and 
tho excited natives into tho wator and 
fairly scooping them into their cannes, 
wdiore their vivid phosphoresconce niailo 
them look like molten silver. Tho lish 
seemed so terrified and demoralised that 
thoy hugged the shore, and if tho men 
had had a not instead of those outlandish 
combs, they could have captured millions 
where thoy only took thousands. Tho 
boats wero rapidly filled, however, and in 
ail hour the excitement was over, and the 
canoos wore hauled up on tho beach, and 
tho catch was handpd oyer to the squaws, 
who took the entire matter of curing in 
hand. Tho natives call then in our 
tongue candio fish, as they not only eat 
them but use them to burn, as 1 have 
shown you. The little tish senois fairly 
bubbling with oil; so much so that 1 tried 
to fry one, and turning away for a few 
moments I returned to find the back and 
other bones jumbing around in a lot of 
fat; the flesh had melted.

>Vhat the Exile Told n Frcucli- 
man Who Visited Hi iii.

Arrived at Colombo, we «et out for 
Mount Aaron to viait the retreat of Arabi. 
M. Henri Figari, formerly an agent at 
Cuiro of itabbatiuo & Co., who is 
thoroughly ' acquainted with the Arabic 
language, consented to act as interpreter. 
While traveling; thrimgh this country, so 
singulorly beautiful, I waa almost temptud 
to envy the fate of tho greiit Egyptian 
exile. This statement grow stronger 
when our coachman pulled up in a delight- 
ful garden in which the luxuriant vegeta- 
tion of Ceylon wna displayed in all its 
splendor. Sorvaula came to moot us, and 
after having taken our cards, conducted 
us to tliD veranda, which wat used as a re- 
ception room. Of Arabi there havo been 
a groat many clescriinioiis. If I recall 
rightly ho hus boon described as a man 
without education, equally dull morally 
and physically. I believe T havealao seen 
pictures representing him aa a half negro, 
with thick lips and a low forehead. Nothing 
could bo more untrue. Tho Arabi in 
whoso pruHaiiee wo found ourselves is a 
man of tall stature and majestic carriage. 
His face, which ia truly handsome, with 
an intelligent forehead, ia framed in a 
long, black beard, tingod with gray, which 
Rives him tho appearance of a patriarch. 
The onae with which ho couverse.s and the 
affability of hi.i manners denote him a man 
of tho world, If 1 did not fear to bo 
guilty of u |)aradn.x in regard to the i)ri- 
aonor of tho Eiigliah, 1 would say that he 
is an accomplished i,'ontlenian. 

Tbauks to tho good ofHccB of an inter- 
preter, the couveraution did not lifliguish. 
While smoking uianilas and tuking colloo 
(I la Turque, wo spoke of Ceylon, of Prance, 
aud, above all, of Egyjit itself, tlir eviiiils 
in which the ex-dictator follows with an in- 
terost eusily miderslood. "Wliat dons your 
ExoolUnicy think n( the war of the Mnhdi 
aud Iho n-sult of it ?" 

"The ciiiJii)aigii of Malidi," he re- 

jjlied, "must ueecsHiirily ond in a reverse. 
The ardor of liis troops will becoiiio worn 
out in the fueu of the uuillity of tlie results 
oblaiiieii. The opportunity tu iiiiucli upon 
Egypt ill gone by and will not cimie ugidn." 

"Do you believe that Gortlou will bo uble 
to overcome the dlffloolties which surround 
him?" 

"I know Gordon," said Arabi, "He has 
extraordinary energy. I am conviucod that 
unless there ia an accident be will put down 
the inaiirrention. As for tho English, I im- 
agiuB that when theysbuU havo pacilied tho 
country, if tboy luo wise, they will allow it 
uU tho autonomy possible. Egypt enslaved 
would b« of less serviee to them than Egypt 
iiuiuiiiisteriri.- her own ati'airi;. She i'; om 
ne«rEurope,too directly in contact with uiod- 
onj ideas, to periuit of lier being subjugated 
to a state of vnssaluge like many ,of the 
principalities of the rajahs. Ihe move- 
ment of nil nationa toward total indepcu- 
duiioo may be checked for a time," but, 
Booner or later, it will begin again." 

Here Arabi closed the conversation. AYe 
oonld aeo that he enjoyed perfect liberty. 
He lives like n private Rentleniuu and has 
with him Ida wives and his children. Some 
of the latter have been sect to Cairo to pur- 
sue their studiea. If material comfort can 
stifle ambition, Arabi is certainly not to bo 
pitied. Ooylon ought not to make him re- 
gret Egypt, and his bitter bread of exilo ap- 
pears to bo very much like a cake.

Careful grooming at this Beaann of the 
year is particularly important. Tho akin 
of the horso, like that of other animals, 
not only affords protection to the parts 
within, but by tho pores affords an outlet 
ta a large part of the waste of the body, 
in the form nf swcAt. In outdoor lifo — 
tho natural .itateof the hnrse — Ihia mem- 
brane becomes thickened and tniiijh, capa- 
ble of reniating chaiigea of temperature; 
and by couLinuAl exercise thu pores arc 
kept open, giving free o.tit to all of the 
exhalations. But this alone will not give 
tho smooth, glossy ooat which adds so 
niuoh to the aiilmai's beauty. Confining 
llio horsQ to llio .liable, as is geiiorally 
done fur at least a largo part nf the year, 
renders hi? .'^kiii tender, uspocially when 
he ia w i^ nily Maukoted/'' Expnso him now 
to a groat chaiijjo of temperature; take 
him out and drive him until heated; re - 
turn him to the stable, and lot him stand 
uncarod for .Aer night, or even for an 
hour; the skin is rapidly chilled by the 
evnpiiraiion of the sweat; tho pares sud- 
denly olosed; and often a cold, rheumatic 
stiffness, or some other disnrder results. 
Proper grooming prevents this by tough- 
ening the skin; keeping it in hoallhy ac- 
tion; equalizing the circulation; roinnving 
obstructions from tho pores, and what is 
of more importance, by rouaiiig the action 
of the muscles at the aurface, which 
CDinponsatea for tho want of e.xerciso con- 
sequent upon stable lifo. Currying 
and briiahiiig ahould not be done in the 
stable; the dust and Bourf will beaoattered 
in the manger to rail with tho food, besides 
keeping tho stable uncleanly. Tho animal 
sbonld bo taken out into tlio lot, securely 
tiod, and bandied Ro gently that be will 
enjoy rnther than foar tho application of 
the onrry-oomb. A shaip-touthed - comb 
roughly scraped over tho tender skin is any- 
thing but jdeasnut, as the shrinking, rosist- 
ing animal will soon show. 'The instru- 
uaeut should bo lightly applied and depen- 
douoo placed mainly upon the brush. Cnr- 
lyiug should be begun at the head and the 
comb passed lightly up and down uiitil all 
the dandruff is loosened, when it should be 
removed with the brush. Muoli pnrtic&lur- 
ity should be observed wouucl Ihe edges of 
the forctop niid the mane. It is iilwnys a 
good p,l:',.i to sponge otr the h(?ad and en,rs, 
using but little water and smoothing the 
hair down to its natural po'jilion. In going 
over tho back, quavters, loins, etc., the 
comb shotdd bo used in one hand and the 
hrvisU in tho othor, and the v.ork quickly 
clone. Qrent care should nhvays be observ- 
ed wlipro tho skin lits in folds, as at the 
union of tho legs with tho body: but every 
pi»rt fihould be thoroughly freed from dust 
und dandrulV. Itmust never be overlooked 
that grooming is to a horso -what bathing is 
to a person; and in order to clean his skin 
it inuEt bo carefully and thoroughly done. 
A wnll groomed horse will keep bit on less 
food than ono that is noijleotoii; this is an 
Tintiucntioii«,ble fact. U'heii nu animiil is 
well attended to his general health is ken^ 
In a better state, and he more tho^Qi\>ghly 
sBslmilatos all of his food.

Huriis wife of Ur. Burris. WliBn she 
came on the stand her eyes were swol- 
len 80 that they were shut, and h^r 
face was covered with liruisos. She tcs- 
tiliiid that the Doctor had often treated 
her. lie dill it by rn hbing and sL-qiping 
her. In rejily to the iniestion as to 
was the matter with her oyos, she said: 
"After the Docler came from the body 
of Mrs. "Welker he thought he saw the 
Hiune splji I that was Mr,s, Welker in 
tiio, and bogaii to slap iiio in the face 
and chok" no-. AFimt'Ih^ idioki-id mo so 
that 1 fell to the floor, he placed liia 
mouth over my eyes and sucked each 
Gill' in turn to pet the evil spirit out.

The police in all ^larLs of the count- 
ry are maUing raids upon bakers, and 
taking legal proceedings in eases where 
bread has been sold deficient in weiglit. 
There is a widespread feeling that the 
profits of bakers are unusually high 
just now, owing to the low price of 
wheat, and there is some reason for 
complaint when they are increased by 
fraud, though in many cases tiie fraud 
nniy be uninleiil ional. It was urged on 
behalf of fifteen bakers who had been 
convicted and fined at Bath, either for 
selling bread deBciont in weight, or de- 
livering bread from a cart without [)ro- 
per scales and weiglits, tliat the Icis to 
the purchaser is very small, and that if 
a ])0un(l were short i)y an ounce the 
monetary detieic^ncy would be only a 
sixteenth of a pi^nny. To many purchas- 
ers the matter would be trivial, but 
to the baker it would be important, in- 
asmuch as it would represent the gain 
of a [)enny on every lib. loaves that he 
sold. In a large business the did'erence 
would be consiilerable. A small defici- 
ency in the weight of one loaf might he 
the merest trifle; in a great many 
'loaves it would be serious, ea[)(!cially 
when the baker alone profited by the 
chippings. — Chronicle. 

The Parnellites make a mistake if 
they fancy that Llii; new Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland will be less firm than 
his predecessor. It is probably because 
"Mr. Campbell-Bannerman possesses so 
many of the qualities of Lord Harring- 
ton that he has chosen to succeed i\Ir. 
Trovelyan. A model of courtesy, he is 
one of the few men in the House who 
is impervious to piirsonalitie.s. His ap- 
pointment doe.s not, of course, imply 
any change in the policy, of the Govern- 
ment, , but it is believed that his re 
markablj equable temper will be proof 
against the most Violent attacks that 
may lie niadi^ upon hicu. He is an able 
speaker, a careful administrator, and a 
politician whose moderation has never 
been disputed. — Truth, 

The lie V. S. Hodson, curate of St.
